Discussion Under Rule 98 



U.S. Patent 6,331,293 issued December 18, 2001 to Smith et al describes 
phosphobetaines that are derived from dimer acid. Unlike the compounds of the present 
invention, these materials are amphoteric surfactants and are barriers when applied to the 
skin. It is stated that the compounds are "extremely substantitive to human skin and are 
well tolerated by human tissue making them suitable for use preparation of barrier 
products for personal care applications". Unlike these materials, the compounds of the 
present invention are not amphoterics, but are quats, are not barriers but are conditioning 
agents that do not build up on the hair or skin.
